BUYERS CROWD 
MARKET HOUSE 
FOR FARM GOODS 


Quantities of fresh fruits, vege­ 
tables, berries and other products a t­ 
tracted large crowds of buyers to 
the Farmers’ market house this 
morning 
Ripe tomatoes, plums and 
apricots and zinnias were among 
the new offerings for today’s ses­ 
sion 
Transparent and Early Ripe ap­ 
ples brought IO cents a quarter peck 
and 15 cents a half peck. 
There 
were early peaches at IO cents a 
quart box, while red plums ap­ 
peared at the same price. 
There were quantities of sour cher­ 
ries at IO cents a quart box or three 
boxes for 25 cents 
Black raspberries 
sold for 25 cents for two boxes. The 
red variety brought 20 cents a quart. 
Dewberries were IO and 15 cents a 
quart, while a few boxes of black­ 
berries could be had. They brought 
IO cents a quart. 
Apricots were 25 cents a box. 
Huckleberries disappeared rapidly at 
25 cents a box. 
Currants were 
marked two boxes for 25 cents 
Gooseberries were IO and 20 cents a 
quart 
Many Cucumbers on Hand 
Cucumbers could be had in large 
quantities for the first tune this 
season 
They were priced according 
to size. 
Some sold for IO cents a 
dozen. At other stands two or three 
cucumbers sold for five cents. Cauli­ 
flower brought IO to 20 cents a head 
and pattypan squashes were live and 
IO cents each. Green peas were IO 
cents a box and 15 cents a quarter 
peek. Sugar peas brought 20 cents 
a quarter peck. 
The few ripe to­ 
matoes offered brought 15 cents for 
a pun box. 
Rhubarb was five and 
IO cents a bunch and lettuce was 
five cents a head or quart box. 
String beans, with both green and 
yellow pods, were abundant and 
could be had at eight cents a quart 
box, IO cents a quarter peck and 15 
and 20 cents a half peck. Tile beans 
were of good size and excellent 
quality, but the supply seemed great­ 
er than the buyers could use. 
New potatoes ranged from 15 to 30 
cents a quarter peck, according to 
size. 
Cabbage brought five and IO 
cepts a head and red beets and rad­ 
ishes were five cents a bunch. 
Zinnias appeared on the flower 
stands at IO cents a bouquet.

were 
20 cents 
a 
dozen. 
Dressed and live fowl prices were un­ 
changed. 


the Soaring Society of America, 
Stanley brought his ship down in a 
straight dive from 3,500 feet. 
Suddenly the left wing, which had 
been damaged in a forced landing 
June 29, shattered as the pilot began 
.spinning his plane. 
"I threw off the cowl covers and 
tried to get out of the cockpit,” 
Stanley related later, “but couldn’t 
because of the centrifugal motion. 
“I stood up in the seat and tried 
to reach the stub of the broken 
wing to pull myself out, but that 
wouldn’t work. Then I leaned for­ 
ward over the nose of the ship, 
grasping a metal turn indicator and 
twisted myself around to get free. 
My right foot caught in the cockpit 
and for a time I couldn’t yank it 
I loose.” 
Even after leaping free of the 
| plane, Stanley had trouble. The rip­ 
cord of his parachute was accident­ 
ally pulled and the entire chute had 
| unfolded in the cockpit. 
The pilot 
| chute caught and was torn off, but 
the main chute billowed free. 
The pilot landed in a sixty-foot 
birch tree, as part of the missing 
wing missed him by a few feet. He 
climbed down, his clothes tattered. 
The “bail-out” was the second in 
the history of the national soaring 
meet, Udo Fischer, of Ithaca, New 
York, having jumped last Wednes­ 
day when his glider went out of con­ 
trol. 
Stanley left his impress on the 
current meet through a 17,624-feet 
American record altitude flight, and 
his achievement of being the first 
American pilot to receive an inter­ 
national "Golden C” soaring ra t­ 
ing.

Chester Decker, of Glen Rock, New 
Jersey, leading the competition with 
a point total of 2,630. Stanley’s was

PREDICT COOLER 
BREEZES SUNDAY 


Badly burned FYiday afternoon 
when gasoline exploded as he pour­ 
ed it on a bed of coals he thought 
was cold, Edgar Flint, 18, Gettys­ 
burg R 3, was admitted to the War­ 
ner hospital where he remained a 
patient today. He is suffering from 
first, second and third degree burns 
ol the face, both arms and his chest. 
His condition was described as seri- 
I ous today. 
I 
Young Funt was assisting his 
father, Otis Flint, in the drilling of 
a well at the Cecil Kelly residence 
about a mile south of here along 
the Littlestown highway. 
Intend­ 
ing to build a fire in a small forge 
for the purpose of sharpening drill 
bits. FYint pushed a board dowm 
into the bed of coal and began pour­ 
ing gasoline onto the board from a 
two-gallon can. The forge had not 
been used since Friday morning and 
it was thought the fire had gone 
out. 
As the first drops spouted from 
the can there was a burst of flame 
which caught Flint in the face. His 
bare arms were burned and his open 
shirt front allowed Injuries to his 
chest, also. 
Can Explodes iii Field 
While other persons at the scene 
kicked the flaming can of gasoline 
into an open field where it exploded 
and burst a few' moments later, Otis 
Funt and Mrs. Paul Plank, a neigh­ 
bor who witnessed the accident, 
rolled young Funt on the ground 
and threw' earth on the flames. 
Neither Mrs. Plank nor the father 
of the victim was burned. 
The youth was rushed to the hos­ 
pital in a car which had stopped at 
the Kelly home a few' minutes before 
the mishap. The accident occurred 
about 2:15 o’clock. 
The gasoline caught fire only a 
few feet from the Kelly dwelling. 
Persons there at the time said that 
only quick action in kicking the can 
away from the house prevented the 
flames from spreading to the build­ 
ing when the container burst.
